Red Cross Workers 
Trying to Aid 


Give Their Lives in 
the Wounded.

TALIAN ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN NORTHERN ITALY, 
Tuesday, Jan. 28.—Two Ameri- 

attached to the Red Cross were 
killed at Mestre Sunday night by 
bombs drpped by German raiders. 
They were William Piatt and Rich- 
ard Cutts Fairfield and were the 
first Americans to be killed on the 
Italian front. 

Platts home was in Bakimore, 
Md... and Fairfield is from New 
York. They had not enrolled in the 
American organization, having en- 
listed previously in the Wynne- 
Bevan branch of the British Red 
Cross. 

Platt and Fairfield had just ar- 
rived at a Red Cross hospital on a 
motorcycle when the raid began. 
Five bombs fell in the courtyard of 
the hospital, killing four persons and 
wounding a number of patients. The 
Americans were killed outright. One 
received a fragment of a bomb In 
the heart while the other was struck 
by three fragments, in the head, 
stomach and legs. 

FUNERAL OF VICTIMS. 

The funeral of the victimes of the 
raid was seld at Mestre today. The 
long line of carriages bore thirty-five 
coffins. 

American flags and floral offer- 
ings covered the caskets of the two 
Americans. In the attending dele- 
gation of officers and men from the 
American Red Cross were Mai. 
Lowell, head of the military branch 
of the American Red Cross in Italy. 
and fifteen from the three American 
Red Cross units attached to the 
Third and Fourth Italian armies. 

Long lines of soldiers, sailors and 
civillans filled the streets. Funeral 
erations were delivered from the 


steps of a church by the Mayor and 
@ representative of the government, 
who referred to the death of the 
young Americans, one of whom, he 
sald, was only 18 years old. 
Companions of Fairfield and Piatt 
say they were killed while perform- 
ing an act of bravery. They were at 
a Red Cross camp far out of the 
range of the raid and could have 
remained there safely. But with 
two others they decided to go to 
Mestr where the raid had al- 
ready n, to help the probable 
victims. Fairfield and Piatt went 
ahead on a motorcycle while the 
ambulance followed. It was just as 
they reached the Mestre hospital to 
begin their humane labors that the 
bombs dropped and killed both of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Central- 
ized control of trans-Atlantic ship- 
Ping was established today with the 
création of a ship control commit- 
tee, to have supreme charge of the 
operation of all ships — American, 
Allied ang neutral — entering and 
leaving American ports. 

The committee was named by rep- 
resentatives of the Shipping Board, 
the War and Navy Departments. the 
Food and Fuel Administrations, the 
Girector-general of railroads, the 
British government and ship owners 
who met to devise some plan for 
speeding the movement of supplies 
to Europe. It comprises P. A. &. 
Franklin of the International Mer- 
cantile Marine; H. Raymond, 
head of the Clyde and Mallory lines 
and recently made shipping control- 
ler at New York, and Sir Cunnop 
Guthrie, director of British ship- 
Ping in this country. 

CREATES SHIPPING POOL. 

The arrangement, as explained by 
Shipping Board officials, in effect, 
creates &@ pool of ships moving sup- 
plies to Europe. Goods destined for 
overseas will be loaded tn available 
ships whether operated by the 
United States or the Allies. 

With the aid of the ratiroad ad- 
ministration the committee will 
vert to southern porte much of the 
supplies that heretofore have clog- 
ged the port of New York, and iIn- 
coming vessele will be directed by 
wireless to proceed to the ports in 
which materials of the most im- 
portance await shipment.

WRATHY OVER ACTIONS

CAMP LEWIS (Wash.) Jan. 30.— 
Labeling judges who send men to 
the regular or National army who 
have been convicted of crime as 
“enemies of the army.” Brig.-Gen.

General end espectal demurrers 
interposed by the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron, Steel and Tin- 
workers, Golden State Ledge Ne. 
3 and about eighty-five other de- 
fendants to the injunction complaint 
of the Southern California Iron and 
Stee! Company to restrain the de- 
fendants from harassing employees 
of the company now working on War 
Lorders for the government, were 
argued before Judge Finlayson yes- 
terday and not completed when 
court adjourned. The argument will 
be resumed this morning whea 
Paul W. Schenck, assisted by Attor- 
ney James 8. Roche, will take up 
the picketing ordinance, 

The minority rule in the Stete 
the court stated, is that picketing 
may be declared a misdemeanor by 
ordinance because it leads te a 
breach of the peace. Mr. Schenck 
expects to present authorities on 
thie subject from other States, and 
Judge Finlayson sald he would hear 
from him. 

The injunction sult has grown out 
of a strike at the Southern Califor- 
nia Iron and Steel Company's plant 
at Fourth and Mateo streets de- 
clared last November. The com- 
plaint charges that the employees 
who did not walk out are being 
threatened and intimidated by the 
defendants with the view of getting 
them to walk out. 

The general demurrer raises the 
point that the complaint does not 
state a cause of action. Attorney 
Rarnhill. counsel for the tron and 
stee! company, argued that it does, 
for the reason that the plaintiff sets 
out ite business which is a steel 
plant, the particular business being 
to fill war orders, and that the de- 
fendant»s entered into a conspiracy 
unlawful in ite nature and amount- 
ing to a crime. 

He held that the Gourt has the 
power to enjoin labor untone or 
any body of men in a conspiracy of 
that kind to commit an overt act 
and thereby Injure the business of 
the tron and steel plant. 

Mr. Sehen¢k at great length 
on the fact that the complaint does 
not etate who the defendants are it 
alleges committed these acts or 
threatened and infimidated the em- 
plovees at work. He sald they are 
entitied to knew eo that thelr evi- 
dence can be obtained.

OONEY AND GOMPERS. 

Democracy recognizes certain exigen- 
Cles of war; but freeing convicted murder. 
ere in order to placate anarchists and cap- 
tious upion-laborite leaders is carrying even 
the exigencies of war too far. A mediation 
committee appointed by President Wilson 
to investigate the evidence on which Thom- 
as J. Mooney was convicted of murder for 
participating in San Francisco's Prepared- 
wuess Parade outrage has recommended that 


“he be given a new trial, not because new 


evidence has been discovered which tends 
to prove his innocence, but because the Bol- 
sheviki of Russia and the Gompersites in 
this country want Mooney turned loose. 

There was no pretense on the part of the 
mediation commission at sifting the evi- 
dence in the case. Dist.-Atty. Fickert, who 
hed conducted the prusecution. tendered 
the use of his office to the members of the 
committee who came to San Francisco. He 
offered to turn over to them al! the docvu- 
ments in the case and asked thaf the 
before tuem the presiding judge and 
captain of detectives who collecte@ the evi- 
dence. No member of the investigating 
staf ever entered the office of the District 
Attorney. They made a report without ex- 
amining the evidence collected by the pros- 
ecution. They did not call before them 
either the presiding judge or the captain of 
detectives. Dist.Atty. Fickert asserts that 
after the committee had left San Francisco 
he received in his office copies of briefs 
filed with the commission by Attorneys 
McNutt and Cochran, who represented the 
defense. He at once wired to the com- 
mission asking permission to file briefs on 
the part of the prosecution and stipulated 
whea they would be prepared. The day the 
brief was finished in his office, and before 
it had been transmitted to the commission, 
that body filed with President Wilson its 
report recommending that a sew trial be 
granted to Mooney. 

Warren K. Billings bas also been con- 
victed of murder as an accomplice of 
Mooney. But there is nothing said about a 
new trial for Billings. For Billings did not 
belong to the international of the anarchists 
and was only a private in labor-union ranks. 
while Mooney was a walking delegate and 
an enarchist of international reputation. 
The Bolshevik! demanded Mooney's release 
because he is an anarchist and the Gom- 
persites because he is « walking delegate. 
Neither of these cares a picayune what 
crimes he may have committed. In fact, 
it is his red record that endears him to the 
Bolsheviki. The eternal principle that jus 
tieg is no respecter of persons fs evidently 
to be abrogated during fhe progress of the 
war. 

In its report to the President the media- 
tion committee says: 

The antecedents of these five persons. 
particularly Thomas J. Mooney, have 
occasioned the war importance of the 
case. Mooney, at the time of his ar- 
rest, was a well-known labor radical of 
the Coast. He anzsociated with anar- 
chistes: was a believer in “direct action” 
fn labor controversies and bad been 
ence indicted for attempted dynamit- 
fox. . . . Billings, a youth touched 
by the radical propaganda, was one of 
Mooney'’s friends. He. too, was a be 
liever tn direct action. ... In a 
word there can be no doubt that 
Mooney was recerded as a labor agi- 
tator of malevolence. ... 

It is surprising to find the above alleged 
facts cited by a committee appointed by 
the President as evidence in favor of 
Mooney'’s acquittal. Their desire seemed to 
be to place legal justice in the United States 
en rapport with the Roleheviki justice of 
Petrocred. The committee further revorts 
that: “Tt is now well !nown that the at- 
tention to the situation In the Fast was 


first aroused through meetings ef protest

against Mooney’s conviction in Russia. 
The libera] sentiment of Russia was aroused 
and the liberal sentiment of the United 
States was aroused because the circum- 
stances of Mooney’s prosecution, in the 
light of bie history, led to the belief that 
the terrible and sacred ‘natruments of crim- 
inal justice were consciously or uncon- 
sclousiy used against labor by its enemies 
in the industrial conflict.” 

That widespread protests against Mooney's 
conviction were made is well known. They 
all emanated from the notorious Labor- 
Union Council of San Francisco. They 
were signed by the same men who sent 
broadeast the protests against the trial of 
the McNamaras for The Times outrage. If 
a war had been im progress at that time the 
President would probably have been memo- 
rialised and threatened by the Gompersites 
for the same reasons that are now advanced 
in Mooney'’s behalf. But the MeNameras 
confessed; and it is Well known that Bil- 
lings was willing to confess if guaranteed 
imm@runity 


Dist.-Atty. Fickert says rightly that he 
was not coneerned in Mooney's antecedents 
or connections, but In the evidence against 
him furnished the District Attorney's office 
by the detective department of San Fran- 
cisco. It will take more than the exigen- 
cles of War to make anyone on the Pacific 
Coast believe that the detective department 
of San Francisco was party to any plot to 
send a walking delegate of the labor unions 
to the gallows. . 

Stress is laid in the :eport of the medi- 
ators on the fact that one of the withesses 
for the prosecution, named Oxman, was 
later accused as having taken part in a 
frameup to convict Mooney. That is a 
part of the camouflage of the Gompersites. 
Ten persons were killed in the bomb ex- 
plosion that marred San Francisco's pre- 
paredness parade. Is the cry of the blood of 
these innocent victims to go unheeded; is 
a convicted murderer to go unhung in order 
to placate the Gompersites and the Bolshe- 
viki? Oxman was accused as a part of a 
plot to save Mooney'’s neck. He came 
promptly to San Francisco and demanded 
trial. Dist.-Atty. Fickert called upon the 
Attorney-General to conduct the prosecu- 
tion. The frameup against Oxman was 
fully exposed in court and the jury scguit- 
ted him on the first ballot within ten min- 
utes after they retired. The charges against 
Oxman were circulated t 
and even in Russia, by the 
the Gompersites. Many eas 
that should have been more wary 
cepting accusations for conviction 
editorials advocating a new trial for 
Mooney. It was a characteristic labor-union 
trick. 

Not a scintilla of new evidence has been 
brought forward favorable to Mooney. Had 
he not been an anarchist and a walking 
delegate he would have been hanged months 
ago. And it does not increase confidence 
in the present administration te find that 
a committee appointed by President Wilson 
has made a recommendation for a new trial 
without permitting the prosecution to pre- 
sent ite case. It looks as though the com- 
mittee felt it was appointed for a specific 
purpose and in recommending the new trial 
it is on the job.

| TROTZKY, THE 
BOLSHEVIK. 


BY J. W. BRACKETT. 


Deeply interested students are 
surely indebted to The Times for 
presenting to the public the keenly 
Snalytica!l survey of political aspira- 
tions and counteorambitions of Eu- 
rope’s warring inbabitants as offered 
by Leon Trotaky’s scholarly contri- 
bution in last Sunday's issue, since 
for breadth of vision and searching 
penetration the first installment was 
& more notable review than was fur- 
mished to the New York Sun from 
London by Karl Marx in respect of 
the revolutionary outburst of 1842. 
There will be disappointment, how- 
ever, unless Trotsky'’s forthcoming 
second installment shall as clearly 
set forth, not incidental racial and 
political divisions, but the funde- 
mental economic phenomena, not in- 
clusive merely of Europe, but em- 
bracing the wide world and. what is 
more to the point, the Bolshevik pro- 
Sremme, for the present lodged in 
Trotaky'’s keeping, to organize the 
international proletariat to overcome 
the inevitable crisis, not with the 
bayonet of the traditional ruling 
Classes, but with the olive branch 
of brotherhood apparently rooted for 
the first time and in Russian soil. 

It is this economic phase miore 


than any other, and the mapner in. 


which Trotzky is equipped to solve 
end set it forth. that must deter- 
mine whether the Russian Foreign 
Minister is to enfoy, thouech a longer 
tepure. a more inglorious eclipse 
than Kerensky. Trotzky's arraign- 
ment of the German Social Democ- 
racy. so poignant and at once so 
convincing, nevertheless fell short of 
the. demonstrable fact because the 
flav writer overlooked in his analy- 
sis, as contained in the first install- 
ment, the fundamenta! economic fac- 
tor that differentiates the revolution- 
ary forces of Germany from the en- 
motives of the Slav revolt. 


An understanding of czariem as 


‘ft happened to present itself eco- 


nomically is essential to a realiza- 
tion of why it was possible for revo- 
mtion to sweep aside the former 

ussian state, while a widely-difer- 
ing economic standard is in Ger. 
many still suffictent to preserve 
from revolutionary malcontents the 
militaristic German imperialism, in 
this respect as intolerable as. was 
the Russian autocracy. 

1. The Russian reling class of the 
old regime was possibly the most 
dissolute. corrupt and imefficient gov- 
erning hierarchy to be found among 
all of the family of nations. The 
war, with forced borrowings from the 
Russians themselves and emergency 
loans from the Allies, furnished fer. 
tile opportunities for the grand ducal 
Clique and the official plunderbund 
to whet and gorge a proverbial ap- 
petite for graft. So intolerable te 
every princivie of business or 
afinct of efficiency were the heredl- 
tary shortcomings of this governing 
order that the fnancial. industrial 
and commerctal classes were farced 
to unite and lead the revolt te threw 
off that which with prudence could 
be no longer é¢n‘wred. The first re. 
sult of the overthrow was the car 
rying over into the succeeding capt- 
talistic government of certain feud- 
alistic elements. Free speech and 
the riaht of assembly so stirred the 
masses that out of this weller came 
Kerensky. son-inlaw of the leading 
fun manufacturer of Petrograd. 
There wes among the Rusetan 
masses no “oubt of Keronsky’s class 
Interest. ~Kerensky was unable to 
harmovise the “irreconcilable con- 
flict” between canital and labor, and, 
like touching a match to prairie 
grass, the fire zot away from the 
financial, commerrial and tndustrial 
Classes. A soldiers’, workmen's and 
peasants’ government followed. 

The Russian bourgeoisie could not 
have succeeded in overturning Czar 
iem had not the Slay proletariat been 
ripe for revoit. 

2. Germany, on the other hand, 
while the most despotic militarism 
in the world, was at the same time 
the most highly eflicient sgovern- 
mental type. Though the German 
proletariat was at the outbreak of 
the war represented by no less than 
four million voters, committed in 
philosophy to international brother- 
hood, the financial, commercial and 
industrial possessing classes of the 
Fatherland enjoyed a governing ad- 
ministration of matchiess proficien- 
cy. It was a marvelous organization 
for carrying on with clocklike pre- 
cision the creat commercial and in- 
dustrial and financial undertakings 
of a domineering race. Thorough- 
ness was practiced to the last detail 
in all things. Not a consul or wn- 
derling of the Fatherland, in what- 
ever country occupied, but was an 
educated specialist officially acting 
to promote German trade. The con- 
fliicting business interests of Ger- 
many, viewed as internally compet- 
itive, would be incapable of setting 
up and maintaining such standards 
of efficiency as already at their dis- 
posal and buttressed by an autocrat- 
fe power of which the economic or- 
ganization was the conscious fruit. 
For this reason 1 revolution in Ger- 
many is not to be thought of as 
likely to come in the way the Rus- 
oe revolt was started, by capital- 


tic. 

Social democracy has not failed in 
Germany; it has not been tried. Ih 
Russia the overthrow came more as 
a reformation that ended in a work- 
ingclase revolution. There ts no 
present indication of a capitalistic 
revolt in Germany. though the work- 
ing class be seething with discon- 


tent.

It appeared to be a combination of 
an a fountain syringe 
ané «a deep-sea diver’'s helmet. The 
accordion is worn on the stomach, 
the helmet is worn on the face and 
you suck in etmoephere through the 
syringe.

After all had been seated in the 
gas house—and many of us recalled 
ali the men who had been sent to 
the electric chair—Lievt. Harold 
Bennett, the house chemist, ¢x- 
ploded a barre! of gas. He then pro- 
vgeeded to deliver a lecture ingide his 
mask, the sound coming t with 
Sreat difficulty. Not only is it dif- 
fieult to orate through a rubber hose, 
but to lecture with a clamp on the 
nose suggeste a severe attack of 
asthma. 

As the minutes passed all con- 
cerned were gratified to find that 
nothing had happened to poison 
their lunge or other vital organs, 
Then they Were given a minute 
in the house without their masks. 
This was to enable them to note the 
effects of thé tear gas, and impress 
them with the importance of putting 

cages On in a hurry when the 
warning is given. This gas, while 
not permanentiy injuriour, has ‘wo 
immediate effects. One is to make 
you weep copiously and the other to 
laugh. There is just a touch of ex- 
bilaration to it, and, 46 one offi- 
oer remarked, one dose of it le about 
equal to half a hiehball. But how
